Exp ‘oration for 
Promising New Fruits! 


Trying to Secure Hardy Variety Suit- 
able for Western Praires, 
Prairie soils are remarkably produc- 
tive in regard to the staple crops as 
the official records for yields of wheat 
and oats testify One great lack, 
however, is the home grown fruit, 
which the settlers were accustomed to! 
Apples and 
pears have been produced in only a 
few localities, while bush fruits are 
limited to the wild species found in 
shelter of ravines or woods. As fre-, 
quently pointed out in these columns, | 
there are promising native fruits 
which can be moved to the garden 
where they will give better resu'ts, 
Last year a systematic search tor 
these desirable fruits was started by 
the Horticultural Division of the Ex- 
perimental Farins Explorers have 
for many years been sent from Great 
Britain and the United States in 
search of new plants to many parts 
of the world. Canada is to follow a 
simular plan, but will first explore the 
home territory in the expectation of 
getting plants that are hardy enough 
for the climate. Mr, W, J. Boughen, 
who travelled through the prairie pro- 
vinces last summer, collected a great 
deal of pfomising material, part of 
which is to be given further test at 
the Experimental Farm at Morden, 
No doubt many ‘of our readers who 
have noted wild berries of more than 
average quality growing in their dis- 
trict will be able to give suggestions 
to the Dominion Horticulturist at Ot- 
tawa.—Montreal Family Herald,

“YOUR TEETH” 


Diseases of Childhood 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 


The highest death-rate is between f 


the ages of two and six years, At 
two years the eruption of the tempor- 
ary teeth is just being completed and 
at six years the eruption of the per- 
manent teeth is just beginning. This 
period, from two until six, is the time 
that the temporary teeth are in their 
prime, If the twenty little teeth are 
free from decay and the child is able 
to chew its food 60 that the proper 
nourishment will be extracted, the 
little body will have strength to re- 
sist or overcome nearly all of the in- 
fections that may come to childhood, 

The temporary teeth are of greater 
importance to the child than are the 
permanent teeth to the adult, be- 
cause a child must not only be nour- 
ished to keep up the ordinary life 
Processes, but it must have nourish- 
ment for rapid growth in addition. 

The temporary teeth decay much 
more rapidly than the permanent 
teeth because their structure is not 
so dense and in addition the pulp is 
more quickly exposed because it is 
larger in proportion to the size of the 
tooth. Nearly ail dentists are agreed 
the treatment of a temporary 
tooth with an exposed pulp is hope- 
less. The best that can be done in 
such a case is to give temporary re- 
lief. If the temporary teeth are lost, 
they cannot be satisfactorily replaced, 

The permanent tecth lie in the baby | 
jaw just beyond the roots of the tem- 
porary teeth and are only partially 
formed even at the time of their erup- 
tion, If the baby teeth are allowed 
to abscess, the growing permanent 
teeth-are bathed in pus and will prob- 
ably be seriously damaged or totally 
ruined, Children are highly suscept- 
ible to pus. Abscesses of temporary 
teeth produce genera) infections that 
result in lowered vitality, rheumatism, 
heart inflammations, and many other 
diseases that are very serious and 
sometimes fatal, Don’t neglect your 
children’s temporary tecth, Both 
the present and future welfare of 
your child depends upon the health of 
the mouth,

There is an old saying to the effect that every person can be sure of 
at least two things—death and taxes. There is no escape from either. The 
adoption of proper methods of sanitation, perseverance in habits of personal 
hygiene, living in the open, taking healthful exercise, coupled with all the 
aids of medical science, may prolong one’s life, but in the end death claims 
all. So, too, no matter how an individaul may seek to evade the payment 
of taxes, and no matter to what corner of the world he may flee, at some 
time and in some way he pays a tax. 

Methods of taxation, and the manner in which they are not only im- 
posed but collected—and finally spent—are, therefore, of real importance to 
all people, and are deserving of thoughtful study and investigation by all, 
and especially by public-spirited men and women who take an interest in 
the welfare of their country and desire to see its institutions based firmly 


in justice and reason. \

Province of Saskatchewan Equal to 
The Size of France, Belgium and 
Holland Combined. 

The province of Saskatchewan is 
one of the largest wheat producing 
areas in the world, producing between 
700,000,000 and 800,000,000 bushels in 
the past seven years. This province 
contains 251,700 square miles equal to 
the size of France, Belgium and Hol- 
land combined, larger than Germany, 
and twice that of the British Isles, It 
stretches 760 miles from south to 
north, only one-half is surveyed. Of 
the total area, there is a land area of 
243,382 square miles, or 155,764,000 
acres The area of arable land is es- 
timated at 57,884,161 acres There 
are 587 bank branches, an increase of 
154 last year.

But, in comparison with the burdens borne by the 
people of the older countries of Europe, Canadians did not know the mean- 
ing of the word “taxation.” 
any country to be, tax free. But the Great War changed all this, and to- 
day Canada has a huge national debt, in addition to Provincial, Municipal 
and School debts, all of which can only be borne by the people paying 
taxes. Through taxation, too, must come the revenues required to carry 
on the business of government and administration, and the maintenance of 
public services in all their many branches, 

During the war, Canadians were wont to exclaim that they were ready 
fo give their fast man and last dollar to win the war. And while the 
sirugegle lasted they stinted neither. It has yet to be 
paid for, and for decades to come the Canadian people will have to pay. 
Canadians recognize that fact, and they are not complaining, They told 
their Governments during the war period to go ahead, and they have no 
intention of backing out of the obligations they then assumed. 

But the people of Canada have a right to demand, as they are demand-| 
ing with increasing vigor, that the methods by which the necessary revenucs 
of the country are raised to discharge those national obligations shall be 
such as to provide for even-handed justice to all classes in the community. 
Nobody appears to be satisfied with existing methods, either those whereby 
The farmer 
and the consuming masses, including people on small fixed salaries, are cry- 
ing out against what they claim is excessive taxation by means of a high 
customs tariff The business community, including merchants, whole- 
salers and manufacturers, fought with unceasing vigor against the Excess 
Business Profits Tax,claiming that it was not only unjust but absolutely 
opposed to the best interests of the whole people in that it imposed an im-|

the taxation is imposed, or those designed for its collection.

possibly intricate system on the economical and efficient conduct of busi- 
ness, and a cost for collection altogether out of proportion to the revenue 
derived While some few complain of the Income Tax, it is not generally 
condemned in principle, but there is almost universal criticism of, and ob- 
jection to, the administration.of the law and the machinery in vogue for the 
collection of this tax There is also complaint in those Provinces and 
Municipalities where, in addition to the Federal Income Tax, there are Pro- 
vincial or Municipal Income Taxes levied, and in some cases both, making 
three taxes to be paid all levied on the same income, 

As a result there are feelings of discontent, unrest and resentment 
throughout the country which it ts the duty of statesmen and governments 
Lo recognize, and to which they should, in the interests of all, give serious 
heed. An ostrich-like policy of blinding oneself to existing facts and con- 
ditions is not only unprofitable but unsafe. The facts of the situation 
should be squarely faced, and an effort made to apply a remedy, re-adjust 
policies and adopt methods more in harmony with the desires of the peo- 
ple, who, let it be repeated, are prepared to pay their full and proper and 
necessary share of the national taxation, but who insist that the whole ques- 
tion of national finance and taxation be overhauled and made more equit- 
able all round. 

The national finances of Canada have never been made the subject of 
thorough study and expert examination and treatment. They have always 
been treated, regulated and altered as the expediency of the moment might 
dictate and in keeping with the particular convictions, prejudices, whims or 
selfish interests of those who, for the time being, happened to be in control 
of national affairs. The inevitable result has been the lopping off of some 
existing tax, or the adding on of a new one, until the national financial struc- 
ture has become a monstrosity, most fearfully and wonderfully made, in- 
complete, unsatisfactory and lacking all the clements of permanence and 
stability. 

On the one hand, a policy is adopted which while possibly beneficial in 
one way is positively harmful in other ways 
are so hampered by absurd machinery for their administration that they fail 
in effectiveness, and almost as much harm as good follows their enforce- 
ment. . 

No one person can devise a policy of national finance for a country like 
Canada, but there are some reforms necessary which appear quite plain and 
simple. At all events, it is proposed to discuss some aspects of the present 
taxation problem in Canada, and cven to offer a few suggestions, in suc- 
ceeding articles.

On reaching the top of Miller’s Hill 
I struck the first pickets, who were 
two fine looking mounted policemen 
with their accoutrements polished and 
their fine horses groomed to a finish. 
The contrast was so great between 
them and myself that it annoyed me, 
and when they rode up and asked my 
business and destination I made no| 
reply. My pony evidently felt like 
myself, and as one of them approach- 
ed rather closely, she let him have 
both heels with a squeal, much to my 
suppressed amusement, On we rode 
down the hill, my escorts on each 
side, but keeping a cautious distance.

Wheat in Rotation 


Argument For Abandoning the Old 
One-Crop System of Growing 
Wheat. 

In 1919, some experiments were 
started at University Farm, St. Paul, 
Minn., in which wheat was grown 
under three different system: (1) Con- 
tinuous wheat with oats; (2) alternat- 
ing wheat with oats; (3) in a rotation, 
with oats, clover and corn, In ord- 
er to give the best chance possible in 
each case manure was apphed at the 
rate of 2 tons per acre in each sys- 

tem, ; 

The ten-year average yield for the 
wheat, grown continuously, was 19 


bushels per acre; where alternated} 


with oats 23.38 bushels per acre, and 


for wheat, in rotation, 27.77 bushels! 


per acre. At this rate 3 acres of 
wheat grown in rotation with clover, 
corn and oats yielded a little more 
than 4 acres of wheat grown continu- 
ously on the same land, By the rota- 
tion system 1 acre in every 4 may be 
devoted to clover and still the farm 
will produce more wheat than if all 
the acres were planted to wheat con- 
tinously, 

These results carry a big lesson 
which should be pondered carefully. 
It is a distinct argument for abandon- 
ing the old-crop system of growing 
wheat year in and year out on the 
same land and for establishing a 
diversified system, including a reason- 
ably short rotation of crops and the 
keeping of livestock,

U.S. Senator Has Idea To Help Great 
Britain and France, 

Senator Willis, of Ohio, Mr, Hard- 
ing’s successor, has found a way to 
help France and Great Britain to pay 
their debts to us. Not in full pay- 
ment ,but as a credit on account of 
the $4,477,000,000 Great Britain owes 
us, Jamaica, the Bahamas, the Wind- 
ward Islands and the Lesser Antilles, 
including Trinidad, would be trans- 
ferred to the United States. As part 
payment of the $3,447,000,000 owed by 
France we should take over’ the 
Island of Guadeloupe and_ several 
smaller islands in the West Indics. 
With these new possessions, the 
Senator argues, we should have com- 
plete control of the West Indian and 
Caribbean Sea; they are necessary to 
us as a means of safeguarding the 
Panama Canal.

Some of the figures gathered by 
the Field Crops Branch in the course 
of its investigation are startling. A 
number of rejected cars, shipped 
from 22 typical points in Saskatche- 
wan, were examined for weeds, The 
weed seeds were found to number all 
the way from a few hundred thou- 
sand up to 4,154,880 per bushel of 
grain, The dockage in the latter case 
was 16 per cent. 

An examination of the dockage fir- 
ures for the last three crop years 
shows that the average dockage per 
car of wheat in 1919-20 was 1,569; 
of oats, 76; of barley, 1,108; of flax, 
6,613; and of rye, 3,027 pounds. As 
compared with the former years, in 
wheat the average dockage was about 
the same; in oats it was considerably 
less; but in barley, flax and rye the 
average dockage has increased énor- 
mously, It has nearly doubled itself 
in barley, and in rye the average dock- 
age is more than twice as much, 

The total loss by weeds to the 
province of Saskatchewan was esti- 
mated in 1915 by the Minister of 
Agriculture to be $25,000,000, and 
this figure has subsequently been ac- 
cepted by Prof. Bracken in his writ- 


ings on crop production on the
